The Department of Telecommunications and Energy’s (“Department’) Procedural

Notice, dated march 26, 2006, seeks comments from the parties on a variety of issues

relative to this matter.

1. Implementation of 811 by Users of the One Call System

The NSTAR Companies are underground facility operators and receive and
respond to notifications of excavation activities from the call center operated by Dig Safe
System, Inc. (“Dig Safe”). On implementation of 811, NSTAR will continue to receive
notifications from Dig Safe and as such the NSTAR Companies will not be required to

undertake any steps to implement 811.



2. Schedule and Costs for Implementing 811

The Federal Communications Commission order on the implementation of 811
(the “FCC Order”) requires implementation of 811 by telecommunications carriers by
April 13, 2007. The FCC Order requires the telecommunications carriers to implement
811 by directing calls to a toll free number supplied by the one call center. The cost of
the toll free number will be borne by Dig Safe. The cost to direct 811 calls to the Dig

Safe toll free number will be borne by the telecommunications providers.

3. Evidentiary Hearings
Based on its current understanding of the implementation of 811, the NSTAR

Companies do not believe that evidentiary hearings are necessary.
